REMARKS 



Claims 1-43 were examined. Applicant has amended claim 1-3, 30, 31, and 38- 
43. No new matter has been introduced. 

Rejections under 35 USC §103 

Claims 1-7, 15-24, 26-29, 31-40 and 42-43 stand rejected under 35 USC §1 03(a) 
as obvious over Knowlton (6,350,276) in view of Dressel (US 4,985,027), and Bender 
(US 1,023,358).

The Applicant thanks the Examiner for taking the time to review and 
discuss with the Applicant the proposed claim language and arguments to 
distinguish over the prior art on July 7, 2010.
